AGREE ON TREATY 


Announcement of Understand- 
ing Which Will End Com- 
mercial Crisis. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
BERLIN, March 7.—When the proposi- 
tion to increase the salary of Baron 
Speck von Ssternburg, the German Am- 
bassador at Washington, by $5000 came 
up before the Appropriations Commit- 
tee of the Reichstag today, duri the 
discussion of the Foreign Office budget, 
Dr. von Koerner, director of the trade 
division of the Foreign Office, said an 
agreement in opinion had been reached 
with the representatives of the United 
States on the basis for a future com- 
mercial treaty from which it was hoped 
that a satisfactory outcome from the 
situation would be reached. 

The American Tariff Commissioners, 
Dr. von Koerner added, had not, it was 
true, full power to conclude a treaty, 
but the results of the negotiations were 
favorable to German interests. Many 
misunderstandings had been adjusted, 
the American commissioners had been 
convineed of many inconveniences and 
unfair things in the treatment of Ger- 
man exporters, had so reported to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, and the results of their 
report will be made public soon. 
Turning to the salary of the Ambas- 
sador to the United States, Dr. von 
Koerner said that the cost of living in 
Washington had increased since the 
salary of the German representative was 
fixed at $25,000. when the German Le- 
gation, in 1893, was raised to the rank of 
an embassy. Several governments, 
among them those of France and Great 
Britain, had raised the salary of their 
present representatives at Washington 
en account of the increased cost of res- 
idence there. 

The committee eventually voted to in- 
crease the Ambassador's salary by $5000, 
and also voted to increase the salary 
of the first secretary by $625, raising it 
to $4750, the same as in the case of the 
similar posts at Paris, St. Petersburg 
and Vienna.

| ing but tend to show that the taint in 
'the blood is one that would perhaps be 
permanent. 
| The defense goes on the theory that 
Thaw was insane from early in 1908 until 
after June 25, 1906, but that after White, 
{the man who he believed was responsi- 
‘ble for all his troubles, was dead, his 
| mind rapidly became normal. 
' The defense has not yet introduced 
testimony to show that Thaw is sane 
today, but may do so by the experts 
who are to go on the stand Friday. The 
}only evidence that has so far been in- 
' troduced which tends to show that he is 
at present sane is Dr. Evans’ testimony 
that when he saw him in the Tombs 
Oct. 3 his condition was greatly im- 
proved and that the improvement was of 
a progressive character.

THREE STORIES, ONE EXIT 





Owner Watkins Had Been Or- 
dered by City to Install 
Safety Devices. 


One hundred girls fled panic-stricken 
from the three-story building at 612 
South Sixth street, occupied by the Don- 
nell Manufacturing Co., when fire was 
discovered on the second floor at 7:30 
o'clock Thursday. The building has no 


fire escap*s or fire fighting apparatus. 
All of the available space in the 


building was used for the storing of 


boxes of the materials used in the man- 
ufacture of baking powders and flav- 
oring extracts. The fire started in a 
small room at the rear of the’ second 
floor, used for drying purposes. An 
Overturned coal-oil lamp on the floor 
explained the cause. 

Before the blaze had spread, the girls 
employed on the second and third floor 
were notified and all escaped down the 
single narrow stairway that affords the 
only means of exit. Others rushed up 
from the basement. No one was hurt 
n the rush on the stairway. 

Steck Ruined by Water. 

John W. Donnell, president of the 
company, was in the building and or- 
dered one of his foremen to turn in a 
stil alarm. The fire was confined to 
the second floor and was extinguished 
in about half an hour. Cut off from the 
Stairway wy the smoke,: the firemen 
sifected entrance by running ladders to 
‘he second and third floor windows. 

The damage to the building, according 
to “Fire Chief Swingley, amounted to 
bout $500. Donnell said that the stock 
of the company, valued at about $35,- 
WO, was practically ruined by water. 

The faces of the girls who crowded in- 
© the street. were smeared with red 
md purple extracts with which they 
had been working, giving the whole 
wene an opera bouffe effect. Mingled 
with the crowd were many children of 
the Laclede schook just north of the 
burning building. Children pushing for- 
ward through theif curiosity to see the 
fremen at work were at times in immi- 

ent danger from the falling g!ass. 
hey were held back by the policemen. 

Street cars on Broadway were blocked 
for an hour by the lines of hose ex- 
ended across the street. Traftic on 

th. street was also: delayed by the 

rowds and fire wagons in front of the 
guile 

The building about a,month ago was 
the subject of a special police report to 
the Building Commissioner. In this re- 
pert it was pointed out that the building 
Was In a dangerous condition through 
the absence of fire protection. The large 
1umber of women employes was given 
as anh urgent reason for an immediate 
remedial action. 

Mr. Donnell told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he leased the building from 
J. A. Watkins. He said he had repeat- 
edly (urged the owner to comply with 
the requirements of the Building Com- 
Missioner. He thought the owner was 
now preparing to put up fire escapes, 
Measurements having been taken for 
them a few days ago. 

On Feb. 1 Fire Escape Inspector 
Masterson of the staff of Building 

Commissioner Smith, found that the 
Building had no fire escapes and noti- 
fied the owner, James A. Watkins of 
1115 Union boulevard, to have the es- 
rapes erected at once. He received 
Watkins’ assurance that the order 
would be obeyed. On Feb. 13 Inspect- 
or asterson went to the building 
With Watkins and eden ated where 
the @scapes should be located. Since 
that time, Watkins has been receiv- 
ing bids and negotiating for the es- 
capes, but has not let the eontract. 

‘hile the inspector found'that there 
was only one wooden stairway in the 
ballding, he said a roof extended from

Judge Sanborn fails to. find in the 
act of Congress any such limitation 
upon the court. After mentioning this 
fact he says: 

“Again, the alleged conspiracy is 
one, Its scheme is single. It has but 
one object. Perhaps none of the al- 
leged conspirators participates in 
every part of the conception and of 
the work of the combination. But 
every one of them takes his part in 
the plan or in its execution, a part 
promotive of its purpogg the restraint 
and monopolization of commerce, in 
products of petroleum among. the 
states. 

“To the Waters-Pierce Oil Co., the 
resident defendant. has been allotted 
no inconsiderable portion of the exe- 
cution of this plan. Its part is, with 
the aid of the Galena Signal Oil Co., 
to restrain and monopolize the com- 
merce throughout the United States 
in the lubricating oil used by railroad 
companies, and,. with the aid of the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, to divide 
between them the territory in Mis- 
souri and the Southwest and to re- 
strain and monopolize the commerce 
in the products of petroleum in their 
respective districts. 

“It has accepted its assignment and 
is engaged in the performance of this 
portion of the scheme of the conspiracy. 
It has been engaged in executing some 
part of its plan for many years. It is 
true that a majority of its stock is 
owned by the eight principal defend- 
ants, that they choose its officers, con- 
trol its operation and share its profits; 
but the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. is still a 
distinct legal entity, a corporation of 
the State of Missouri. The knowledge 
of its officers and directors is its knowl- 
edge, and those officers and directors 
cannot have caused this corporation to 
act its important part in. the accom- 
plishment of the purpose of this con- 
spiracy without knowledge of the con- 
spiracy, its scheme, its object and its 
effect. 

“One who learns of a conspiracy after 
it is formed and then joins it or know- 
ingly aids in the execution of its scheme 


that time as much a co-conspirator as 
if he were one of those who originally 
designed it and put it in operation.”’ 

“The Waters-Pierce Oil Co.; the resi- 
dent defendant, was therefore a con- 
scious and active party to the entire 
conspirac™ and the act of July 2, 1s, 
conferred ample power upon this court 
to bring its non-resident co-conspira- 
tors whenever it was made to appear 
to it that the ends of justice required 
their presence.”’ 

Service Order Regular. 

Regarding the contention of the 
fendants that the order of service on 
the non-residents --was irregular. and 
premature, Judge Sanborn says that no 
notice of the application for it was 
necessary because it adjudicates noth- 
ing. He says the act of Congress does 
not prescribe the time or manner of 
bringing other parties before it And he 
concludes that this is left to the dis- 
cretion of the court.

From the Chicago News. 

The use of the legend “In God We 
Trust’ on some of the coins of the Unit- 
ed States grew out of a letter writ- 
ten by a Maryland farmer to Salmon 
P. Chase when he was Secretary of the 
Treasury. The letter was written in No- 
vember, 1861, the writer urging that we 
should, as a Christian people, make 
some recognition’ of the Deity on our 
coins. Mr. Chase referred the letter to 
Director Pollock of the Mint, who ap- 
proved the suggestion and proposed one 
of the legends, “Our Country, Our God,” 
or “God Our Trust.” 

Mr. Chase then referred the matter to 
Congress, and again in 1862 and in 1883 
he urged that the matter be acted on. 
Finally, on April 22, 1864, Congress au- 
thorized the coinage of a two-cent 
bronze piece, and on it was stamped the 
legend, “In God We Trust,” instead of 
“iE Pluribus Unum,” Subsequently, on 
March 3, 1865, the Director of the Mint, 
with the approval of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, was authorized to place 
the legend on all gold and silver coins 
susceptible of that addition thereafter 
to be issued. The legend is taken from 
the following line in 
Banner:”’ 
God 


“And this be our motto: 
is our trust.”

Dunlap out- 
classed the second basemen of his day 
as completely as Napoleon Lajoie does 
today. Lajoie, of course, is a far more 
valuable ball player than Dunlap, for 
the reason that he can outhit any man 
who ever played second base, but when 
it comes to covering the bag itself, 
Lajoie, great as he is, does nothing 
that Fred Dunlap did not do twenty 
years ago. 

As a fielding second baseman, Dun- 
lap was simply superb. He covered a 
world of ground around the bag, and 
accepted every throw the catcher lined 
down for base runners. In this respect 
conditions are different today, The 
shortstop covers second base for throws 
about half the time, 

Tn Dunlap’s time the second base- 
man took eve®y throw. Lajoie is one 
of the most finished infielders in the 
game, but Dunlap was equally as grace- 
ful as the big Frenchman, and made 
difficult plays with the same ease as 
that which characterizes the work of 
the Cleveland star. 

Dunlap went to 8t. Louis in 1884, 
jumping the Cleveland National League 
team for the St. Louis Unions.
